Giving the Reasons Why the Bible 
Should Be Kept in the Schools, 


‘ THE FINAL TRIUMPH. 
SERMON BY THE REV. DR. p. J. BURRELL. 

At the Westminster Presbyterian Church, cor- 
per of West Jackson and Peoria streets, the 
Rev. Dr. Burrell yesterday morning preached a 
sermon ou Ide Final Triumph,” as follows: 

And when He was come nigh, even now at the de- 
scent of the Mount of Olives, the whole muititude of 
the disciples began to rejoice and praise God with a 
loud voice for all the mighty works that they had 
seen, saying. Blessed be the King that cometh in 
the name of the Lord; peace in heaven, and glory in 
the highest.”— Luke rl, 37-38, 

We are to meditate this morning on a theme 
suggested by the Evangelical Alliance as a fitting 
topic to close the week of prayer in the churches 
of all Christendom, the final triamph, tho vic- 
tory of the Gospel over the powers of darkness, 
and the lifting up of Christ's banners in the far- 
off corners of the earth: There is no little in- 
epiration in feeling that at this appointed time 
the hearts of all God's people are turned with 
one accord in the same direciion. Among the 
arches of old-world cathedrals, in chapels and 
meeting-houses, in rude tents pitched on the 
hill-sides and by the rivers of lands still lying in 
darkness, aud wherever the disciples have gone, 
scattered abroad, with the pillar of fire before 
them, there they are preaching the Word this 
morning with a voice of hopefalness, and with 
eves turned toward the eastern gates, from 
whence they look for the rising of the sun of 
righteousness. We live in an age when a topie 
like this has—not only for the Church but for 
the popular mind—a special interest and ap- 
propriateness. The days of waitmg, and of 
crying low long, 0 Lord, bow long?” 
are almost over. The issue of that great 
battie whereof Christ spoke when he said. I 
come to bring not peace, but a sword,” is no 
longer doubtful: The “confused noise” is 
growing fainter, and the smoke is clearing away, 
and the army of the Lord is seen to bein pos- 
session of the field. The slings and ramshorns, 
and the lamps, and pitchers, and trumpete of 
Isracl have been used for the casting, down of 
the strongholds of Satan, till, : 

Hark ! from all lands, from the isles of the ocean, 

Praise to Jehovah ascending ch high! 

Fallen are the engines of war and commotion; 

Shouts of salvation are rending the eky! 

The overthrow of all other and false religions 
to make way for that which centres on the 
atonement of the Cross is no longer a prophecy. 
but has taken its place among the ioregone, if 
pot already accomplished, facts of history. 

lt is pleasant for us to think how the Lord 
bas been riding through the ages, conquering 
and to conquer until the powers of this worid 
are all lea captive “at His charriot- wheels. The 
work has prospered from tue ioning until 
now. Nearer and nearer comes the prophesied 
day when the heralds shal! return, and say to 
Him that standeth among the myrtle-trees: We 
have walked to and für through the earth, and be- 
hold, ail the earth sitteth still, and is at rest. It 
is not possible for us to reckon the years that 
must yet elapse before the iong-iouked-for com- 
ing of Shiloh. Yet, discerning the signs of the 
times, we cannot avoid the conviction that we 
are living pear to the beginning of the end. The 
good servants of Christ, in the toil and blood of 
maoy centuries, have gathered in the vintage of 
Abi-ezer ; it only remains for us to glean the 
grapes of Ephraim. and then the Master will call 
us to the feast of Harvest Home. 

It is wortby of notice that, the progress of the 
truth as it is m Jesus has not been according to 
the common rules of enterprise ; its history is 
written in the parabies of the mustard seed and 
the lea ven. During the first century of the 
Christian era a few thousands of brave hearts 
were bound together by a common hope as the 
pioneers of the Church, but their success, grand 
as it was, was small enough when we consider 
their ambition, the conquest of the world. But 
trom that time onward every step was gain; the 
means employed were like the five loaves and 
two small fishes which fed the multitude; as 
they were dispensed they were multiplied. All 
Roe stood wondering at the strong, compact, 
se!f-propagating body that had gathered around 
the ermen of Galilee. 4 was useless 
+a oppose them. Scourge, dungeon, and sword 
were of no avail. The wild beasts of the amphi- 
theatre were let loose upon them and they died, 
but their death pangs were only the pains of 
travail out of which were born a generation of 
stili braver souls. Thus the advancement of the 
Church was always a miracle, and each succers- 
ive epoch of its history was more wonderful than 


that which went before it. Its growth was ac- 


cording to the principle of geometrical progres: 
sion,—the hundreds of one century became the 
thousands of the next. And the 22 of God, 
amazed all the while at the rapidity with which 
their numbers were multiplied, have felt that 
the very stars of heaven were fighting for them, 
and have poured forth their joy in a Te Deum 
as constant as tbe vestal fires: ‘* This is the 
Lord's doing, and marvelous in our eyes!“ 

Now that we are entering upon the Centendial 
of American history, and all minds are turned 
toward tbe events which have transpired in the 
last bundred years, it may be weil for us to con- 
fine our meditations to the same period of time, 
for in no slight degree the history of our native 


‘land has been interwoven—I bad almost eaid 


identified—with that of the Christian Church. 
The bride of ‘Truth and tbe genius of Liberty 
have goue forward in parallel ways. 

In looking over the past century we 
are at once impressed with certain mighty 
changes that have taken place in the Christian 
thought of the world. Here, perhaps. more 
than 10 those outer ** ot 2 — ae 
moro uently dwelt upon, we discover how 
. — irresistibly the eternal truth of God 
has been marching on. The truih never changes, 
but meo’s opinions of it are ever growing clearer 
and more trustworthy. The Bible is the same 
yesterday, and to-day, and forever, but creeds 
based upon that Bivle are subject to all the mu- 
tations of time and fashion. Already these 
parcbments on which the sects have been ace s- 
tomed to pin their various faiths are begiuning 
to look like Pope’s manuscripts, which were said 
to be crossed, and blottea, and interlined, on 
every page. No bad resuits need be apprehend- 
ed from this process of development in re- 
ligious thought. for it has been going on under 
the supervision cf the Spirit of God,—that 
Spirit who is ultimately to lead us into the right 
understanding of all moral truth, As we amend 
cur creeds, we change them for the better, —that 
is. we bring them into a more perfec: harmonv 
with that system of revealed truth from which 
they come as dew from the ocean, and in which 
they are destined to be ultimately lost. Now, 
what bas tbe last céntury done for the Church in 
respect to its method of thought ? 

First—It has simplifiea it. A hundred 
years ago the wire men of Christendom 
were lost, like Milton’s dark angels, in the 
wandering mazes of *‘free-will, fixed fate, fore- 
knowledge absolute,” and in other problems 
equally learned and unfathomable. It was the 
golden age of coutroversy. All truth was pre- 
sented after the most approved mode ef argu- 
ment, with premises and ergos, firetlys and Anal 
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dom He knows to be best suited to our present 
state aod capacity. If we accept His tuition 
with docility, we shall ere long outgrow our 
childhood, and He will lead us up from this ob- 
scare corner of the universe to highor, wider 
knowledge of His providential government and 
all truth. We shall share the tuition of minds 
that have studied these great problems for 
centuries before we began to think. The im- 
perfection and sin that now blind us shall be 
removed. Every holy aspiration, every act of 
true faith. every triumph of conscience over 
passion and selfishness, 
benevolence, is training our spirits for the homo 
of light above the clouds where we shall no 
longer see, as in the reflection of as mirror 
dimiv, but face to face. The veil that now 
hides our Infinite Father from our view ahall be 
We shail ses Him face to face. 
We shall stand in his presence amid 
ness and beauty of Heaven.

I cannot 
dwell upon it, but want to say with emphasis 
that nothing casts euch light upon these diff 
ent problems as true faith in Christ. 

The unequal distribution of worldly blessings 
is one of these problems which meets us the 
moment we look upon human life around us.

CHRISTIANITY IN EDUCATION. 
PAPER BY THE BEV. 8. w. DUFFIELD. 

The following able essay on the geveral sub 
ject of the Bible in the schools was read before 
the weekly meeting of Presbyterian ministers 
last Monday by the Rev. S. W. Duffield, pastor 
of the Kighth Presbyterian Church: 

What ve call civilization is the product of 
mental effort. Where men have been thrown to 
gether in the valieys of great rivers,—as the Eu- 
phrates, the Nile, the Gauges,—the resuiting 
civilization has expressed itself in great trading 
cities. If population has held a peninsula,—as 
Siam, or Italy, or Greece, —the resultant advance 
bas been in the direction of thought. If 
island of considerable size bas been their u 
we find the yellow race coming to its best 
in Japan, the brown in New Zealand, the 
black in Madagascar, and the white in England. 
Thus, in considering the natural progress of 
men, we are to remember that climate, locality, 
freedom from molestatic h, and inducements te 
exertion, affect the development of any people. 
We also observe a decided preference for the 
white race, and fora general northerly direc 
tion. Ancieut civilizations present to the mind a 
singular unity. Their centres are cities, like 
Thebes, Nineveh, Babylon, 
They crystallize around some central and despotie 
power, theocratic, monarechic, oligarchic, or aris- 
ic, and itis only in the best estate of the au- 
od that the democratic notion of country 
surpasses the tyrannicnotion of King. This was

It is a great fallacy into which some good men 
have fallen to argue from this unequal distribu- 
tion of earthly good to an unconditiona! predes- 
tination of a given number of persons to ever- 
lasting life, thus excluding others from the 
grace of God that bringeth raivation,” so that 
their personal doom to future misery is 
fixed by arbitrary decree, and 
the slightest reference to personal character. 
All the inequalities of this life can be easily ad- 
justed so long as they do not contro! the endless 
But the absolute aod un- 
conditioval predetermination of any human 
being to external exclusion from. the grace of 
God by arbitrary decree is a thought which per- 
verts the just and righteous sovereignty of God 
into the uareasonabie, capricious, unjust con- 
Sach a thought is vot to 
be named in comparison with these temporary 
inequalities of the present life. These can easily 
be made right when the endless future is left 
uctouched by them. 

There are other facts of human life which pre- 
sent still more difficult problems. Two-thirds

In consequence of this it has enlarged its 
charity and prepared us to realize in some de- 
gree how good aud how pleasant it is for breth- 
ren to dwell togetber in unity. 

By emphasizing the more important points of 
faith it has strengthened the barriers of ortho- 
The Church in ali ite widelv different yet 
barmonious parts was never so Evangelical as 
now. These are signs of real progress, and they 
encourage us to hope that the day is not far dis- 
taut when, as there is only ove Shepherd, so 
there shall be ohly one fold. 

But pow let us look in another direction for 
these tokens of advancement. 
thus far of the changes that have taken place iu 
religious thought. No less remarkable are those 
which have transpired during those 100 years in 
the mode of Christian life. 
rules that were once laid down for our walk aod 
unchauyeable,— the 
tables of the law were tables of stone, — but the 
fashion of their observance may alter. One 
eration lives up to the strict letter of tne 
the next with the same profession of piety may 
be notoriously lax. Now, it is a noteworthy fact 
that when the minds of the people are overmuch 
given to theorizing, and the discussion of imma- 
terial truths, then the practical duties of every- 
day life are in danger of being overlooked. The 
Grecks were at once the most philoso;hic and 
of all the races of antiquity.

lawyer Biackstone had the curiosity early in the 
III. to canvass the churches of 
London ; and be says that he did not hear a sin- 
gle discourse that had more Cbristiauity in it 
of Cicero, and that it would 
have been impossible for him to discover from 
what be heard whether the preacher was a fol- 
lower of Mohammed, Confucius, or Christ. 
This was in England, but in America it was no 
better. Now, such being the character of the 
clergy, what was to be expected of those who 
sat listeniug at their feet? Like priest, like 
Dueling, drinking, adultery, vrofani- 
ty, Sabbath-breaking, these if not couotenanced 
Fielding, and Smollet, and 
Lawrence Sterne were providing light literature 
for the masses. The ignorance of those days was 
appalling, e. g.: It is related that a Wesleyan 
exnorter was brought before the magistrates on 
a charge of swearing, the ground of the charge 
being that in the pu!pit he had quoted the text: 
Hs that believeth not shall be damned.” It was 
an age of darkness, not so horrible perhaps 


still a darkness that could be felt, The 
benevolences by which the world bas since 
had not yet come into existence. 
Robert Kaikes bad not yet organized the ff 
Sunday-school, There were no Bible societies, 
Wilberforce had not yet 
put an embargo on the traffic in slaves. There 
were almost no hospitals or charitable mstitu- 
tions.

If it cannot be said that the Church is alto-

A Review of the Causes which Led to 
the Dofeat of Carruth. 


Account of the Ghoulish Desecration of 
a Cemetery in Pine Bluff, Ark. 


THE LANDIS MURDER TRIAL. 
Corrcevondence New lere Trione, 

Viseraxp, N. J., Jun. 6.—Next Tuesday has 
been appointed by Judge Reed for the beginning 
of the trial of Charles K. Landis for shooting 
Uri Carruth. District-Attormey Hoagland will 
be assisted in the prosecation by Attorney-Gen- 
era! Vanatta and L. Newcomb. There is a rumor 
that there will be another counsel; who be is is 
kept secret. In the defense the following-named 
will appear: Vice-Chancellor Williamson, Bea- 
jamin H. Brewster, William A. Heuse, Edwin 
M. Turner, James H. Nixon, and Messrs. Potter 
& Nixon. Ihe wituesses employed on Curuth's 
paper will agree in their tesiumony as to 
the shooting, and the fact thas no words 
passed between the two men priortoit. The 
a for the defendant decline vo disciose the 
ine of their defense. A brief review of tie case 
may interest some persons. 

Among the early settiors of Vineland were 3 
few meu keen-sighted enough to seo that Mr. 
Landis’ plan for populatiug the tract would be 
succegsful. They were men of means, and 
sought to invest money and share the prosperity 
which would soon come from the personal 
labor, t, aod enterprze of Vineiand’s 
founder. They wanted to buy lauds bud 
on them, sot out shade-trees,—in all taings 
complying with tbe stipuiauons exacted of 
actual seitlers,—and, iu fact, speeniate upon 
the value of the land. ‘To this plan the fonoder 
would not consent, thinking that speculators 
would prevent the place becoming a real vettle- 
went. His action im refusing to permit specu- 
lation of course mae the men mentioned un- 
friendly. They complained of tyranny, and 
used their intiuence to create’ opposition. 
Doubticss there were many esetilers who baci, 
or feit „ they had, just cause to com- 
plaiu. f. would have been strange, indeed, if 
some had not been caught in the compiicased 
machinery of Landis’ plens aud received 
& severe pinching. Many invested in 
lands who bad not the least knowlecve of 

gr.culiure. and therefore lost wovey. Others, 
again, inverted all the money they had, and 
having no workivg capital, after a desperate 
struggle were compelled to sell toew land. The 
disappointed ones, those who expected abund- 
ant returus without hard work. aud those who 
really had tomsthing to complain of, formed 
au opposifiou chat waged warfare constantly 
with Mr. Laodis. This was the origin-of the 
Independent party, and from it the charges 
agaiust Vineland- With them Vineland was a 
prodigious lie; the advertisements about it were 
lies; the agents of Mr. Landis were liars, aud ail 
deserved the batred of the eommunity. Ibe main 
body of settlers stood by the founder, believing 
that his advertisements and operations alone 
coaid make the settlement a success. So much 
power had been given him by the lew oi the 
State that his demat ds were complied with al- 
most as if he had been choseu the absolute ruler. 
In local poliues he wea dictator, and made bis 
wishes respected. He had but to withdraw his 
advertisemeuts, close up his oltice, and hopeless 
disaster would befall the town. Ius course he 
declared he would adopt if any rival office was 
supported. Dreading this, the citizens drove 
from tbe place a firm who made the attempt. 

But this condition of affairs coud mot last. As 
time passed, Lapis’ power waned. As the 
stream of new-comers poured in, a stream of 
the early settlers poared out, carrying with them 
as they departed that sense of utter and entire. 
dependence upon Landis which’ characterized 
Year by year 
Vineland grew, and the contmual charge of 
population bad lessened the sense of depsndeuce 
do nach that the Independent party was m the 
ascendant.

DR. SAMUEL d. BOWE. 


Death of This Eminent Mans-Outiine 
of Bis Varted Experiences aud User 
fel Mxrstences - 

Special Lena, to the Chicago Pribuae. 
Bostox, Jan. 9.—Dr. Samuel G. Howe died at 
noon to-day of softening of the brain. He had 
been failing for the past few weeks, and his 
death was expected st any moment. 

He was boro in this city in 1801. He 

was graduated at Brown University in his 

Ast year, and devoted the next three years 

to the study of medicine. In 1924 he went to 

Greece, and joined the Greex army as surgeon. 

During the momorable struggle for in depen- 

dence, when Greece was erected into a separate 

kingdom, be organiz d a re gular surgical eerv- 


ice, in which he held the chief place. Ihe famine | 


which followed the war idaced him to 
visit this country to solicit supplies, with 
which be returned, and, establishing depots 
iu Greece, personally superintended their 
distribution, He establianed a colony on 
the Isthmus of Corinth, but, having con- 
tracted a malarious fever. was compeiled to 
leave the country in the spring of 1330, har ing 
spent nearly six years in the service of the 
Greeks. Journeying through Switzerland, he 
arrived m Paris at the breaking out of the revo- 
lution of July, and was in close relations with 
Lafayette during that time of passion and 
peril. It was also his fortuue to be in Brussels 


the autumn of 1831 he returned to his native 
city. 
was then projected, and Dr. Howe accepted the 
Presidency. 


Toheh Committee, thea in Pers, ot which’ he 
wae made Presidens He personally nadertovk 
to convey fuads to a Polwh detachment 
thas bad crossed into Prussia, was detected, 
arrested, and thrown into prison by 
Prussian authorities, but released at 
the end of six weeks, when be returned bome, 
and, in 1832, opened Perkins“ lustitution for the 
Blind iu South Boston. He invented the method 
of printing in raised letters, wrote mauy reports 
aud essays on the education of tue biind, and 
made extensive tours through the States of the 
South and Weet. The education of Laura 
Bridgeman, which has always jastiy been re- 
garded as d most roma! trium of 
skill avd patience, was Dr. owe's 
achievement, aud the fame of it has 
gone through. the world, In 1948 he took an 
active part io founding an experimental schoo! 
for the training of idiot aad feebie-miuded 
children, aud late in 1351 established s public 
school for that class, of which Dr. Howe was the 
Principal from its organization. He was fors 
long term a member of the State Boards of 


Education and Charities, aud was President ot 


the latter Board. Wheg the Free-Soil party 
was organised he 14 i, and was 
ons of the Reading spirits of i the 
party in Mas usetts. In the timeof the 
Texas annexation and Mexican War excitement, 
he was a candidate for Congress iu opposition to 
Robert C. Wiutarop, but failed of election. Ia 
1831 and 1853 he edited the Commonweallh 
newapaper, then the leading organ of the Anti- 
Slavery party. In the organization and work of 
the Republican party he was zealous aud ef- 
ficient. He was one of the trusted friends 
of John Brown. avd knew so much 
about bis Harpers Ferry campaign that, 
when the Coacressionel Commiutses uadertoox 
investigation, he soughta temporary abode in 
Canada. He was a member of the Sanitary 
Coramission, of which tue Rev. Dr. ows Was 
President, during the War, and, after, a member 
of the Commission appoiuted by Secretary Stan- 
tom to visit the South aud report on the condi- 
tion of the freedmen. In 1871 be was appointed 
by President Grant a member of the Commis 
6109 to vunt and explore the Island of San Do- 
mango, with reference to the proposition of an-

RESUMPTION AND ASSUMPTION, 

In Tax Triscune of Saturday Mr. V. B. 
Denstow had a lengthy letter proposing a 
plan of resumption, the essential features of 
which are contained in the following clauses 
of the bill designed to carry it into effect : 

Be it enacted, etc., That after Jan. 1, 1877, the United 


States notes (called greenbacks) shall no longer be 
legal-tender, except in payment of debts incurred prior 


to that date. 

2. That, from the passage of this act, the Secretary 
of the Treasury be authorized to issue, in exchange for 
said United States notes, new United States notes, con“ 
taining the words, Redeemabie in gold, on demand 
of the holder, at any Sub-Treasury of the United 
States,”—exchanging said new notes for the old at 
the same rate and relative value as gold itself would 
exchange for said greerbacks at the time of making 
such exchange. 

The writer adds: | 

I regret to see that, in your recent platform of re. 
sumption, you omit to inelude the very essential fea- 
ture of a gold-note currency to be issued by the Gov- 
ernment in exchenge for the present, at actual values, 
and to be retired when the general business of the 
country shall have adjusted itself on the gold—basis. 

This point was fully discussed and satis- 
factorily settled in the argument we carried 
on some time ago with the Canadian ex-Min- 
ister of Finance, Sir Francis Huycxs. He 
proposed much the same thing, and we 
showed him the inherent defects of the plan. 
It is not because we have not thought of Gov- 
ernment gold notes that their issue does not 
form part of our plan. It is proposed to have 
gold notes instead of scrip ; redemption in 
coin instead of redemption in nothing. ‘This 
is a pleasing idea, but so is the speedy ad- 
vent of the Millennium ; and, unfortunately, 
both are impossible: We have not indorsed 
the issue of Government notes redeemable in 
gold on demand for the simple and sufficient 
reason that no one has yet been able to find 
out how the redemption can be maintained 
and the notes reissued and kept in circula- 
tion. We are all Dunprearys on this matter. 
It is one of the things no fellow can find out. 
Mr. Densiow inadvertently omits to tell us 
this. He simply assumes that the Govern- 
ment can keep afloat gold notes to the 
amount of 87 per cent of the present 
volume of legal-tenders end redeem them in 
gold whenever the holders demand coin for 
them. Now, assumption and resumption are 
two very different things, in dictionaries and 
finance. They shonid not be confounded. 
Our correspondent’s attempt to make the 
former take the place: of the latter is mis- 
judged. We answer his historical argument 
first, and then discuss the plan in general. 

He says of his scheme: 

It adopts the policy by which Russia and Austria re- 
sumed specie-payments some years after the close of 
their wars with Naro.eon, which had placed their lo- 
gs_-tenders at a discount, Their resumption, in both 
instances, was without any derangement whatever of 
business, though the old currency of Austria was 
worth in gold but 60 per cent of its face, and that of 
Russia was worth in gold but 33 per cent of its fac. 
Resumption, in both instances, was effected in a 
month and, if the same method of resumption were 
resorted to here and now, it could as easily be effected 
in March next as at any subsequent date. 

The amount of paper Russia or Austria had 
in circulation at the time of this financial ex- 
pedient was a mere bagatelle in comparison 
with the amount of our present irredeemable 
currency. Since the Hungarian war of 1848 
and the Crimean war of 1854, neither Austria 
nor Russia has ventured to try the scheme 
over again. They have too much paper out. 
They could not keep the new notes .redeem- 
able, and therefore could not keep them at 
par. Austria for twenty-eight years and 
Russia for twenty-one years have had a fluc- 
tuating currency which has damaged their 
prosperity. What they did then with a few 
millions is one thing; what they cannot do 
now with their many millions is another. 
The historical. argument recoils upon Mr. 
Denstow. As far as it proves anything, ii 
shows that his plan is possible only when the 
amount of irredeemabis paper afloat is small. 
If there were only $25,000,000 or $50,000,000 
of greenbacks in circulation, our Government 
could doubtless adopt the expedient with safe- 
ty. Mo cannot do so now, with $420,000, 000 
of our scrip out and nearly as much more 
of National Bank currency redeemable in 
this scrip. 

There is a historical precedent nearer at 
hand, in our own country,—a precedent 
which applies with considerable force to our 
present circumstances, Before and during 
the Revolutionary War, the Colonies of Mas- 
sachusetts, Rhode Island, and others, adopted 
the precise policy which is now urged upon 
us. When their notes had fallen to about 
30 cents on the dollar, they issued new ones, 
redeemable in coin on demand, and took up 
the old ones at the rate of 30 cents for each 
100. . But they soon found themselves unable 
to redeem the new currency, and this there- 
fore depreciated. When it sank to the level 
of the old and in some cases below it, a 
third series was put forth, which went 
through precisely the same stages. In the 
same way, we would be unable to maintain 
the redemption of our new old-notes, and 
they, dishonored like our present greenbacks, 
would depreciate and fluctuate. This leads 
us to the general consideration of the plan. 

The Government would be obliged to re- 
deem between $300,000,000 and $400,000,000 
of gold-notesa year, This is exclusive of 
our domestic commerce and local demand for 
gold. Within our own borders, people 
would just as lief have paper worth 100cents 
on the dollar.as a gold dollar itself—perhaps 
a little rather have it. But our national and 
international transactions would require the

Our foreign trade takes from $60,000,000 to 
$100,000,000, and the payment of interest a- 
American railroad bonds and other prive 

securities held abroad, the expenses of to. 
ists, etc., require from $25,000,000 to $50,- 
000,000 more. At present, the Gold Boards 
of New York and San Francisco sell this 
amount of gold to importers, merchants, 
bankers, travelers, and corporations in ex- 
change for irredeemable notes of the Gov- 
ernment. Ina word, the brokers take the 
place of the Government and redeem the 
greenbacks at a heavy discount, ranging from 
12 to 18 per cent of late years. Now, 
as soon as the Government had out 
a currency irredeemable on demand by itself, 
this demand for the redemption of $300,- 
000,000 to 8400, 000, 000 would continue, but 
the holders of the paper would all go to the 
Government instead of to the brokers, bo- 
cause they would thus escape the “shave 
charged by the latter. How is the Govern- 
ment to raise this vast amount of gold? 
There are just two ways. It can increase 
the taxes and so accumulate a sufficient sur- 
plus. The people will not stand this, so that 
scheme No, 1 falls to the d.

other way is for the Secretary of the Treasury

With the proceeds of the 
bonds the Treasurer cou'd redeem the gold- 
notes, and then, in order to get the notes 
again into circulation, he could buy back 
bonds with them, standing the loss of what- 
ever premium he might have to pay. This 
double process will of course add to the ex- 
penses of the Government,—how much no 
man can fotesee. In case of foreign compli- 
cations, a panic in the money market, a 
war among European powers, it might cost 
the Government a sacrifice of fifty millions a 
year to maintain redemption and put out its 
notes as fast as they poured in. There is no 
certainty that it could maintain redemption 
in the face of a financial panic or during 4 
wur among European powers. 

All this, of course, will increase the public 
debt or taxes, and will do so the more, inas- 
much as the demand for redemption will be 
greater as times grow harder, and at such 
times the bonds will have to be sold ata 
greater discount. The Secretary cannot re- 
issue his gold-notes by paying the current ex- 
penses of the Government, because the an- 
nual revenue must suffice for that. He must, 
therefore, go into the market, as we have 
said, and buy bonds for currency. The new 
demand will raise the price against him, and 
he will sell his bonds for coin at a discount 
and buy them back again for notes at a pre- 
mium, giving more in the one case and get- 

ting leas in the other. ‘ 

The Government will be shaved both ways. 
This is the only practicable method of main- 
taining the redemption of a vast paper circu- 
lation, and this is too risky, uncertain, and 
costly, to be seriously considered for mo- 
ment. 

This plan, then, is impracticable. Neither 
Russia, Austria, or Italy, dare to undertake 
it. The inexorable necessity of buying from 
brokers or the Government, with paper, 
every year, from $300,000,000 to $400,000,000 
of gold to pay interest on the debt, for sink- 


ing fund, and for international commerce 


and relations, render it impossible. If any 
one can show us a means of escape from this 
conclusion, we shall be glad to print his let- 
ter, but unless he can solve the problem of 
the Government maintaining redemption 
and keeping its notes in circulation, and can 
do something more than try to substitute as- 
sumption for resumption, we cannot wigs 
the space.

THE SOUTHERN RAID ON THE TREASURY. 
Col Szeiixers himself could not show more 
zeal for the old flag—and an appropriation” 
—than the Confederates who are now en- 
gaged at Washington in holding caucuses, 
and making the full pardon of Jur¥ Davis a 
condition of their support of the centennial 
celebration of the Union. A review of the 
brief session of Congress before the holiday 
adjournment shows that in that short time 
forty-six bills for the payment of money to 
Confederate claimants were introduced. They 
were of all sorts and sizes, from the one ap- 
propriating the trifle of $68,000,000 with 
which to refund the tax on raw cotton, to 
one authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury 
to present WILIA Lemoy, of Loudon 
County, Va., the munificent sum of ' $18. 
We fear Lemon will be sour with disappoint- 
ment before he is paid for his chicken-cdop. 
Twenty-seven of the bills in this category 
relate to individual claims, exclusive of those 
for the refunding of the cotton-tax. Two of 
these are almost identical. They were pro- 
posed in the Senate and House by Mrant- 
mow and Davis, of North Carolina, respect- 
ively. They do away with the requirement 
of loyalty as a condition precedent of the 
payment of Southern claims. We now have 
a Southern Claims Commission, which has 
had to adjudicate upon the rights of 22,000 
Southern loyalists. It has been a great ex- 
pense to the country in salaries, witness 
fees, etc., and by far the greater number of 
the claims have been thrown out of dourt. 
It is estimated that the Mrnntuox- 
Davis bills would break down the bar- 
riers that now protect the Treasury 
from 200,000 ex-traitors, who repay their 
country for its generosity in freely pardoning 
them by uniting in a grand foray on its de- 
pleted Treasury, drained of hundredg of 
millions by the results of their crime. They 


want hundreds of millions more for their in- 


dividual use, and their attorncys hasten to 
play this grab-game for them. The expense 
of merely adjudicating upon these wholly 
baseless claims would be many millions of 
dollars. North Carolina seems to be mainly 
represented by claim-brokers at W ashington, 
for ex-Gov. Vance, of that State, is putting in 
his little bills too. One of them repeals the 
statute prohibiting the payment of claims 
to disloyal persons and all other laws 
of similar character and purport.” This, if 
it became a law, would batter a breach ih the 
Treasury through which all the wagons used 
by the Confederate armies could be driven to 
be loaded up with specie. and taken South 
again. There is aremarkable phase in the 
bill. It refers to “the war between the 
States, generally called the rebellion.” This is 
a tribute to A. H. Sterpnens’ teachings Which 
should make the patriarch’s heart rejoice, 

We publish elsewhere a letter giving full 
details of the proposed laws. It has never 
before been known how much damage was 
done the South. Each Union soldier seems, 
according to these claims, to have wantonly 
destroyed three houses, a 40-acre farm, 
and 2,003 domestic animals per ‘day, 
besides stealing a library and burning a col- 
lege every Sunday. This is the more re- 
markable, inasmuch as the veracious almanac 
published by the Baltimore Sun shows that 
the Confederates won every battle during the 
War, and finally surrendered only because 
they could find nobody to fight. It would 
surely be more fitting for the North to pre- 
sent a few million claims for damages in- 
flicted by the victors in fhe late War to the 
Democratic Legislatures of the South. Re- 
yuiring us, afier being whipped in all the 
pattles, te pay the expenses, is like the ex- 
action of the French indemnity. It is piling 
Pelion on Ossa. 

We have no wish to sow the seeds of sec- 
tional strife. We are not doing so. The 
men responsible for the growing embitter- 
ment of public feeling are the Confederate 
Brigadier who kindly offer to allow the 
Union to celebrate its centennial, provided 
it first pardons Jzrr Davis; the Confederate 
soldiers who crowded, the other day, about 
the Clerk’s desk in the House and shouted, 
as the offices held by crippled Union 
veterans were shared among them: 
“The gray 's on deck again”: and 
the horde of. Confederate raiderg Who 
have rushed to Washington with claim 
on claim, desperately resolved to rob the 
country which their treason has already once 
brought to the brink of financial ruin. The 
people will not stand this sort of thing. Al 
the prophecies of the flood of Southern 
claims that would follow Democratic su- 
premacy in the House have been more tha» 
fulfilled. And yet we have seen but a tithe 
of the bills of this sort that would not only 
be uresented but passed, if the Presidency 


and the Senate ! fall into Denen 
hands. 

REVERDY JOHNSON'S WHITEWASH. 

The Hon. Reverpy JonnsoN has been per- 
forming a work of supererogation as well as 
of audacity in printing a letter whitewashing 
Gen. Scmence in regard to his disreputable 
connection with the Emma Mine swindle. 
His letter does not put any new phase on the 
matter, does not alter its character, nor af- 
fect it in any degree. His operations remain 
exactly as they were before Mr. Jonnson 
wrote his pettifogging letter. At will not alter 
any one’s opinion,—first, because the facts re- 
main unchanged; and second, because Mr. 
ReverpDy Jontsox was not the proper man to 
go to England in this whitewashing business. 
If Gen. Scuencx had been a private citizen 
he might have acted in any capacity he 
pleased as a factor in the disposal of Emma 
shares without provoking any general sur- 
prise or eliciting any particular comment 
beyond the fact that his operations would be 
smoothed over upon the general grounds 
of the laxity of public morals and the 
low tone of commercial life. But Gen. 
Scuenck is not a private citizen. He 
is the representative of the United States in 
England. He is supposed at least to repre- 
sent the honor of this country in his deport- 
ment, and to maintain a reputation up to the 
standard of what is considered an unspotted 
reputation in the United States. More than 
this, he represents his country in the highest 
Court of Europe, and where the standard of 
what constitutes gentlemanly etiquette is un- 
usually punctilious and fastidious, All the 
whitewash Mr. Reverpy Jonvso can mix, 
and all the deftness with which he can apply 
it, cannot alter the facts in the case. Gen. 
Scuzenck was using his position and his in- 
fluence for purposes of speculation in Emma 
mining stock. He was receiving from 18 to 
20 per cent commissions for disposing of 
wild-cat stocks to the English public. He 
made himself a Director in the Company that 
he might have a direct personal interest in its 
management, and use his position and influ- 
ence in putting out shares where they 
would be most remunerative. Whatever Mr. 
JOHNSON may say to the contrary, such acts 
as these are not in accordance with the 
standard of reputation expected by the coun- 
try of an American representative, or expect- 
ed by the Court of St. James of a foreign 
Minister. The President should have called 
Gen. Scheck home long ago, and he has 
made a serious mistake in allowing his per- 
sonal friendship for the stock-jobbing and 
poker-playing Minister to interfere with his 
manifest duty of recalling him. Other Min- 
isters have been summarily recalled upon 
slighter reasons.. As we have already inti- 
mated, the fact that Mr. Jomunsow has writ- 
ten a letter of apology for Gen. ScHencxk 
does not alter the complexion of the case 
very largely, for the reason that Mr. Jonn- 
son's antecedents are not such as to consti- 
tute him a proper person to do the white- 
washing. Mr. Reverpy Jonnson was Minis- 
ter himself at London in Apr Jon 
son’s Administration. He played the 
toady to Joun Bort with eager 
alacrity,. He was dined and wined 
by him, and he stretched out his legs under 
his mahogany with refreshing regularity. He 
was flattered and cajoled by him, and fluttered 
like a very large and silly moth about the 
candle until at last he got singed. The re- 
sult of all this British eating, and drinking, 
and toadying was that when the time came 
for him to do something for his country in 
the Alabama matter, and his country was 
looking to him to uphold her interest, he 
sold her out and his work had to be repudi- 
ated. Gen. Scuenckx, therefore, has not been 
more unfortunate in his connection with the 
Emma Mine swindle than in the choice of the 
man to whitewash him. If his connection 
with this swindle was a sufficient cause for 
his recall, the fact that Reverpr Jounson is 
apologizing for him is additional reason why 
he should be allowed to take his Manual of 
Poker and Emma Mine stock and come home.

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PARTY NOMENCLATURE. 

At the Saturday night meeting of the 
Democrats, held for the purpose of resurrect- 
ing the defunct Democratic party of this city,

The last three candidates have all been in the 
political’ fery furnace. But, unlike Shadrach, 
Meshech, and Abednego, in tbe seven-timos- 
heated, mythical furnace of old, they bave not all 
come out unscorched. One of them has been 
badly burued. It is thought by his former 
friends that, through some gross snd corrupting

PENNSYLVANIA AT THE CONVENTIONS—GOV. HEN- 

DRICKS THE OANDIDATE FAVORED MOST RY THE 

DEMOGBATS--EX-GOV. CUBTIN A CANDIDATE FOR 

VICE-PRESIDENT — ov. TILDEN'S NOMINATION 

STRONGLY OPPOSED. 

Correspondence Now York Tribune, ; 

Hanntsnund. Penn., Jan. 6. — Fire months be- 
fore the National Conventions are held it onght 
to be easy to ascertain from the members of a 
State Legislature, fresh from their homes, the 
drift of opinion among the people of a State as 
to Presidential candidates. If the meni- 
bers have positive preferences, it is fair 
to guppose that the people gener- 
ally have made up their minds; if 
they have pone, and say they really don't 
know who would be the best man,” or haven't 
thought much about the matter,” one may con- 
clude that public opinion has not yet taken a 
definite shape. Among the Democratic members 
of the Lezislature of this State there is no unity 
of sentument on the question, and not much pos- 
itive conviction expressed in favor of any man 


as the most desirable candidate. A pretty 
| strong negative determination exists; however. 


They do not know whom they are for, but 
they know whom they are against. They 


are opposed to Gov. Tilden. This 
fee ia almost universal. It probably 
is 80 noticeabie in the tier of counties bor- 
dering upov New York ; but those counties are 
all Republican, and of course have no one here 
to speak for their Democratic citizens. Among 
the members from west of the mouctains and 
irom the Dutch counties in the East the hostility 
ia particularly strong. It is charged that Gov. 
Tiden and bis friewods compassed the defeat of 
the Democrats m Ohio and Penonsyivauia last 
fail, and that the party in those two States 
would be justified in taking its revenge by 
siaugbtering him in the Convention. It is no 
wonder that the soft-money men, who bave not 
yet recovered from their anger aud mortification 

should cherish such feelings; but when we find 
the hard-money Democrats, who cursed the foily 
of their party last fall, and indorsed fully the 
platform of their brethren ia New York, unwil- 
ling to support Tilden, we must look for some 
explauation af their attitude outside of the cur- 
repoy quesiuon. It probably is occasoned by a 
rooted distrust of the New York Democrats and 
a romembrance of the defeats that have followed 
whenever they have swayed a National Conven- 
ton. The Democratic parties in the two great 
States of the Union have seldom been in accord 
aa to either platform or candidates. They wil 
not pull together in the Convention this year 
unless considerations of expediency lead the 
a to cease their opposition to Gov. 
Tilden. 

The prevailing sentiment among Eastern mem- 
bers favors Senator Bayacd, bus ou all hauds 
deubte are expreased of his avuilability. ‘* He 
has too small a constituency at his back, ro- 
marked one member; He comes from the 
wrong side of Mason and Dixon's line.“ said au- 
other. These two objections are the only ones 
urged. Except for them, he would possess. it is 
admitted. every qualification desirable in a can- 
didate. The members from bevond the Alleghe- 
nies and from tbe lumber regions are almost 
unanimous in their preference for Gov. 
Hevnaricks. They sare much more positive 
in expressing their preference than are the 
Bayard men. Hendricks represents their views on 
the money question perfectly. They do not 
want an out-and-out inflationist like Gov. Will- 
iam Allen, because they fear that bygaboo, the 
‘** money-power of the East.” A candidate who is 
usually on the fence, but occasionally pute a leg 
down on the soft-money side, suite them exactly. 
If the Pennsyivanis delegates to the Democratic 
National Convention were to be elected at once, 
i bave no doubt that a majority of them woulda 
be for Hendricks, and it would surprise me if 
Tilden bad a single supporter. There might be 
two or three delegates with leanings toward him, 
but they would be controlled by the others. 

To test the tevacity of the opposition to Gov. 
Tilden I sometimes ask men who have been ex- 
pressing themselves very stongly against him 
whether they think they can elect a Democratic 
President without New York. If thev know 
much about national pence they usually con- 
cede that New York is keyto the position. 
Do sou think Hendricks or Bayard could carry 
the State? The reply always expresses doubt. 

„Well. suppose you were conviaced that Til- 
den is the only candidate named who would be, 
certain to pe roy then? 

„We should have to support bim,“ is the re- 
luctant answer. 

This, then, is the attitude of the Peonevivania 
Democrats: They are for Hendricks, Bayard, 
Thurman, Gen. Hancock, or almost anybody in 
preference to Tilden, but they will give up their 
prejudice rather than run a clear hazard of de- 
feat. Satisfy them that without New York they 
lose the battle, and that without Tilden they 
lose New York; and they are for Ti- 


den. What I bave said above applies to 
the general rm of Democratic members, 
who have wot thought seriously on the 


question, and have not, therefore, enlisted under 
the banner of auy parucular candidate. A defi- 
pite programme has been mapped out by the 
leaders of the Wallace wing of the party, but it 
has not yet been eommunicated to the rank aud 
file. Tue plan is to throw the vote of Penusvl- 
vania in the Convention for Gov. Hendricks 
in raturu for the, Western vote for ex-Gov. Curuu 
for Vice-President. It is a surewd and carefuily- 
laid scheme, and is worthy of the anxious con- 
sideration of Gov. Tilden’s friends. It contem- 
plates shifting the battie-ground from New 
York to Pennsylvania, carrying the latter 
State by the old War Governor's popularity, 
risking tae loss of the former, inewring ndiana, | 
and making a push for Ohio and Wisconsin. 
The Tilden slate figures out victory by the union 
of the South, the East, and the Pacific coast;

that of Pennsylvania and Indiana, and ing

On these lake end river banks 
were the picturesque sites of his villages, of his 
ancient council-fires, the scene of tribal wars, 
the great seat of Indian diplomacy, associated 
with the far-famed legends of his race, lovely in 
its primeval beauty, and zealously guarded by 
the tribes who struggled to preserve it from in- 
trusion. 

Here, too, where Oshkosh now stands, was 
the sene of one of the earliest trystiug-grounds 
of the French traders; a commercial point in 
nomadic traffie more than a hundred years be- 
fore the advent of tlie white man in Chicago or 
St. Louis. Here the Frenchman met the diplo- 
mats of the Indian tribes, to form treaties of 
siliauce, to facilitate that traflic which, pearly 
200 vears ago, instinctively sought ont that line 
of trade which flows througb the present com- 
mercial centres of the Valley of the. Fox River 
and Lake Winnebago. The French batteau a d 
Indian canoe were the primitive flow of that 
commerce which is yet to pour its mighty volume 
through this natural outlet of the Nortuwest. 

A hundred years before the American Revolu- 
tion, aod when the great interior of the country 
vas a terra incognita, these waters of the Fox 
and Wisconsin Rivers, and Laue Winnebago, 
which form the connecting link between the 
Mississippi and the Great Lakes, comprising a 
cbain of miand communication that is unequaled 
in the wide world, was 

THE GREAT WHSTERN THOROUGHFARE 
of the early French trader, missionary, and ex- 
piorer. . 

The advent of this travel was in 1673, 
at which time Father Marquette started 
from Green Bay (called at the time 
Labaye des Puants), and, passing 
up the Lower Fox, entered the lovely inland sea 
of Lake Winnebago, entranced with the splen- 
did scene which bere met his enraptured gaze,— 
this beautiful expanse of water glimmered like 
a gem in its emerald setting of undulating 
banks aod leafy groves, end stretching away in 
the dim distance among the bazy points and 
headlands. 

He traversed its western shore until he came 
to the site now occupied by the City of Oshkosh, 
and where the broad deep waters of the 
Upper Fox form a junction with the lake,—the 
entrance to the great prairie world of the West. 
Here he sojourned a while, charmed with the 
natural beauty of the location, and the great 
navigable waters whose volumes indicated the 
magnitude of the luxuriant valley be was about 
to explore. g 

He then passed through the Upper Fox to 
the narrow e between that river and the 
Wisconsin; down the latter to the Mis- 
sissippi, that being the first voyage across tho 
country, and the first discovery of the Upper 
Mississippi by civilized man. In 1680 he re- 
tarned to the Great Lakes by the same route ; 


and. from that time onward, it became the fa- 


between the two; and, as 
and civilization took possession 


of the early travel and commerce of the Nortn- 


west. D 

It was on this Lake Winnebago and Fox River 
conatry that the white race, y ore 5 by the 
Freuchmau, commenced its apancy the 
Northwest; here the two races met in that con- 
flict which was destined to annihilate the Indian, 
and give the possession of the land of lis fathers 
to the white man. a 

A mere handfui of daring aud hardy adventut- 
ora, pushing their fortuues amid the greatest 
dangare aed privetions, were the heralds of that 
civilization whose splendid results are around 
us. The eventful of this country mince 
the advent of the white man, two opnturies ago, 
is inll of marvelous changes. Daring that period, 
it was under the government of France pinety- 
three years ; of Great Briiain, thirty-one years ; 
of the Colony of Virginia, six years; and for 
short periods uhder the joriediction of Indiaua, 
liupois, and Michigan. respectively. In 1836 it 
was first placed under the jurisdiction of Wis- 
— at which time the Territory was organ- 
ized. 

TBE PERIOD OF THE OCCUPANCY OF rar OLD 

FRENOH TRADERS, 

copjointly with the Indiave,was a distinet period 
in our histort,—a transition stage between bar- 
barism aud civilization; an era of that wild, ro- 
mantic miuglag of the elements of barbaric 
and civilised life ; of daring adventure and pa- 
tient endurance; and many were the wild sceves 
of frontier life that transpired bere during that 
semi-eivilized period, The natural gayety, kind- 
ness, and versatility of the French pavure, 
adapted them, above all other Europeans. for 
social intercourse with the Indians, with whom 
they lived generally on terms of ‘ amity. 
Manv of them were highly-educated gentlemen, 
of polished manners and cultivated tastes, whom 
love of romantic adveuture, enterprise. ond 
travel, led to tha wilds and solitudes of Indian 
life. Many of them were men of great wealth 
— commercial ability, engaged iu the project 
ot opening-up a live of trade between the in- 
terior and the seaboard, whose way stations 
were Prairie du Chien, Green Bay, Mackivaw, 
aud Quebec. 

The trade in fars was one of great commercis! 
maguitude. e beaviest capitalists were en- 
gaged in it. aod representative scions of the 
wealthiest French houses were found ou its most 
remote stations. ‘The country was called New 
France.” They have left their historic marks 
behind them. The names of Prairie du Chien, 
St. Louis, Lake Buttes des Morte, and Grand 
Chute, are associated for ever with the fame of 
these advemturous enteru ises. 

Bat the mevitable conflict of race sprang up 
bet ween them and the Indians, and ove of the 
most sanguinary conflicts of Iudiau warfare be- 
curred at Buttes des Morts, between the French, 
under the command of De Lovigny, and the 
nations of the Sacs and Fexes. The Indians 
were fortified by ditches and palisades, which 
the Freuch leader carried by assault. pdreds 
of the Indians were alain in the contest and 


buried on the t. The tumuli, or mounds, 
indicating their barial-place, gave te the spot 
the name of Buttes des Morts (Hills of the 


Dead) and aleo originated the name of Lake 
Buttes des Morte, on the northwest bon 
of thie city.

She has built 
up, ig the wweredibly shor: soace of sx months, 
three-fourths of a mile ot streets of solidly- 
bunt. fire-proof structures. Her palace-stores, 
with maguificent plate-giass fromts, are mot sur- 
passed in the State. Theres are but four vacant 
lots im the buret district; and some fifty ond 
brick structures have been erected on lots 
vacant before the fire, or occupied 
with wooden” buiiiings, in addition to 
the hundreds of splendid structures thet, 
in a sumime:’s season, have sprung up as if by 
magic, aud transformed a black and desvlate 
waste into metropolitan strects. 

What an instance of the progress of the age 
is found ie the ra id growth of these thriving 
cities and villages of Central Wisconsin! Twepn- 
ty-eight years ago the Fox River divided the 
possessions of the white man from the red. 
They faced each other, from their respective 
sides of the river, lke manifest destiny. 

Ihe Indiao Land was then only 10 miles 
distant from Oshkosh, and this place was on the 
very verge of civilization.

_ THE WEATHER.
